Claims 1-24 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Maerz et al (US 20020019792). 

Re claims 1-24: Maerz discloses a method and system for transacting with a trading application, comprising: an interface operable to 
receive an order message from a short message service component, the order message comprising a first short message comprising order 
information converted into a second format, the order information relating to an order for a trading system; a trading application coupled 
to the interface, the trading application operable to: process the order information; and transmit order processing information in the 
second format to the short message service component to be converted into a second short message comprising the order processing 
information; the trading application comprising a virtual specialist operable to: compute a buy-sell imbalance by measuring an 
imbalance between buy orders and sell orders for an instrument after fulfilling a trade order; compute a projected price movement; and 
set a market price for the security by incrementing a previous market price by the projected price movement; and wherein the order 
information comprises a buy or sell order for a first number of shares of the instrument at the market price (see entire document).
